Last Ship Sighted There 
Oct. 9 — Two Recent

AN ARMY BASE IN THE 
ANDREANOF ISLANDS, Dec. 11 
(Delayed) (AP).—Possible starva- 
tion appears now to be facing the 
Japanese occupants of Kiska Is- 
land in the Aleutians. United 
States Army Air Force and Navy 
activities are believed to have pre- 
vented supplies from reaching the 


island outpost in any appreciable 
quantities since Sept. 1. 

The last ship sighted there was 
Oct. 9. No new planes have reached 
the island since mid-summer al- 
though at least two unsuccessful 
attempts, one by air and one by 
surface ships, have been made 
recently to give aerial reinforce 
ment, 

. Close Watch by U. 8S. Patrols. 

Army officers. are unwilling to 
say positively that no supplies 
have reached Kiska in the last two 
months, but they do point out that 
the only possible supply system 
would have been by submarines or 
surface ships, which slipped into 
the harbor af night and got out 
again before dawn. Officers be- 
lieved it unlikely any quantity of 
cargo could have been unloaded on 
and removed from the beach in 
such a short time. If not done 
in one night, United States patrol 
planes would have been sure to 
see it. 

Officers recognize the probabil- 
ity that the Japanese May be able 
‘to cling to the island because of 
their ability to live on a little rice 
and a.few fish. Fish undoubtedly 
can be, and have been caught in 
Kiska waters. Some birds are 
available, but, with snow already 
here, bird life is rapidly moving 
southward. 

There are definite signs of a 
lack of some supplies, such as 
vital antiaircraft ammunition. For 
weeks past, the Japanese appar- 
ently are unwilling to expend am- 
munition to harass planes at high 
altitudes. Their fire has been lim- 
ited to low level ‘attacks. 

Similarly, although enemy planes 
have appeared again over Kiska, 
they obviously are patched up from 
those wrecked in the air or on 
the Kiska beaches during heavy 
September attacks. They run for 
clouds as s0on as our planes are 
sighted. 

Jap Ship Sunk Near Attu. 

Army/ officers here disclosed 
that the Alaska Air Force gave a 
Japanese ship a Thanksgiving day 
surprise of 13 low level bombs, de- 
stroying the vessel and ending an- 
other attempt to relieve hard- 
pressed land forces in the Aleu- 
tians. 7 

This occurred in the direction 
of Attu, westernmost island of the 
Aleutian chain. Medium bombers 
and fast fighters went in over 
Holtz Bay at deck level to attack 
a collier-type vessel.

HOOVER PROPOSES 
‘TWO STAGES FOR 


MAKING OF PEACE 


Urges Preliminary De- 
clared Peace, With 
Cooling Off Period for 


Major Decisions. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 17 (AP).—Advo- 
cating “no armistice, no general 
peace conference such as Ver- 
- sailles,” Herbert Hoover proposes 
the peace making at the end of 
the war should be divided into two 
stages—“a preliminary declared 
peace, to be followed by a cooling 
off and deliberate period for the 
major questions.” 

The former President, who out- 
lined his two-step postwar peace 
plan in a broadcast address last 
night before the Executives Club, 
said the first of these stages should 
be “an instant ‘conditional peace’ 
that will turn the world toward 
political, economic and spiritual re- 
covery without the delays of last 
time.” 

In the second step, he proposed 
that “the world should take time 
to cool off and work out one by 
one and separately the solutions 
for lasting peace.” 

Hoover suggested that to accom- 
plish the purposes of the proposal, 
the United Nations should agree in 
advance to terms of a conditional 
peace and a subsequent program, 
and also should impose and en- 
force the conditional peace. He 
outlined six points which he said 
should be included in the declara- 
tion of conditional peace, and 
added that “there will be a host of 
gigantic problems to be solved 
afterwards.” 

He said the points which should 
be included in the conditional 
peace were: total disarmament of 
the enemy; the designation of pro- 
visional boundaries of nations; ma- 
chinery for the repatriation of 
prisoners and civilians driven from 
their homes; the removal of the 
economic blockade the instant the 
enemy has handed over his arms; 
the immediate organization to re- 
w lieve famine, combat pestilence and 
id in reconstruction — otherwise 
there will be anarchy and no peace 
—and the provisional restoration of 
all commercial treaties.

I do not know any for- 
eign observers in the Soviet Union, 
including military attaches, who 
Possess any really “inside” infor- 
mation about the Russian armed 
forces, much less about the strate- 
gic plans of the Russian high com- 
mand. So far this fact seems to 
have been largely responsible for 


output of the Don Basin mines,

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BALFOUR HINTS BRITAIN 
WILL END U. S. AIR ROUTE 
PRIVILEGES AFTER WAR 


LONDON, Dec. 17 (AP). 

REAT BRITAIN and the 
(5 vaites States have agreed 

that after the war “all bets 
will be off” on empire air routes 
which American planes now are 
permitted to fly for military 
purposes, Capt. Harold H. Bal- 
four, Under Secretary of State 
for Air, told the House of Com- 
mons today. 

Balfour made the statement in 
giving Commons assurance that 
the British Government was 
considering “bold measures” to 
assure Britain’s postwar place 
in the air transport systems of 
the world and prevent the 
wrecking of the nation’s air- 
craft industry which employs 
over a million people. 

‘His declaration was prompted 
by Robert Perkins, Conservative 
member, who said he was 
alarmed by the fact that Prime 
Minister Churchill had been 
flown to. Russia, Ambassador 
Halifax to America and Premier 
Jan Christian Smuts to South 
Africa by an “inexperienced” 
non-Britisher. 

Presumably he referred to 
William J. Vanderkloot, cap- 
tain of the four-motored Liber- 
ator bomber that took Chiuirch- 
ill to Russia. 


Vanderkloot three years ago 
was a flying instructor in St. 
Louis. He left here to become 
a pilot for Transcontinental & 
Western Airways, Ince., and 
later joined the Royal Air 
Force Ferry Command. He 
was awarded the Order of the 
British Empire last June 26 in 
Montreal as one on the King’s 
birthday honors list, for out- 
standing work as an accurate 
instrument pilot and specialist 
in radio work.

TRIP by troop transport in convoy is a'remarkable experience. 
We weren't permitted to tell about we shall never surrender.” 
But enough time has riow 


passed that it can’ be written about without danger. 


So this will be a series on our convoy trip from England to SORE 
Africa. As you read it, you can apply it to any other convoy, for 
they are essentially the same, and they are sailing all the oceans this 


very minute. 

Convoys are of three types, you 
might say—the very slow ones of 
freighters carrying only supplies; 
the medium-fast troop convoys 
which run with extremely heavy 
haval escort, and the small con- 
voys of swift ocean liners which 
carry vast numbers of troops and | 
depend for safety mainly on their 
great speed. ' 

Ours was the second type. We 
were fairly fast; we carried an 
enormous number of troops, and 
we had a heavy escort, although 
no matter how much escort you 
have, it never seems enough to 
please you. "We had both Amer- 
jean ahd British ships, but our 
escort was all British. 

I still can’t tell you what route 
we took or how long we were at 
sea, but I can say that if we had 
sailed the same distance due west, 
we could have been in New York 
ingtead of North Africa. 


Sudden Departure. 

I got the word at noon one day 
that we were to leave London that 
night. There were scores of last-| 
minute things to do. Vd sent my 
laundry off that morning and 
there was no hope of getting it 
back, so I had to rush out and 
buy extra socks and underwear. 

The Army picked up my bedroll 
at 2 p. m. to take it somewhere 
for its mystic convoy labelings. I 
packed everything else in a canvas 
bag and my Army musette bag. 
Four friends came and had a last 
dinner with me. At leaving hour 
I put on my Army uniform for the 
first time and said good-bye to 
civilian clothes for goodness knows 
how long. 

My old brown suit, my dirty hat, 
all my letters—every little personal 
thing went into a trunk which re- 
mained in London and I’ll probably 
never see it again.

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Against a One-Third Cut in Fuel Oil. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR editorial, “Fuel Oil Rationing 

Is Too Complicated,” points out that 
it is not too. late to correct some of the 
inequities which have developed. 

‘It is true that the mathematical for- 
mula used in determining gallonage does 
not take into consideration ceiling 
height or wall thickness, and there is 
much room for improvement. However, 
in my opinion, a flat cut of one-third 
would be even more unfair than the 
present method. 

As I understand fuel rationing, it is 
intended to stop waste and conserve fuel, 
and thereby save man power and trans- 
portation, The one-third flat cut for 
everyone would penalize the user who 
never wasted fuel, and had always held 
the heat loss in his home to the mini- 
mum. 

To the home that has always been 
thoroughly insulated and has storm sash 
on all openings, a one-third cut would 
be very serious, while the same home 
without insulation and storm sash could 
practically offset a one-third cut by in- 
stalling those features. When oil ration- 
ing was announced, I had this work done, 
and I hope to get by because of it. 

There are many large homes in this 
area with only two or three occupants 
that have been using 6000 to 7000 gallons 
of fuel oil annually, which is just too 
much fuel to keep two or three people 
warm in times like these. One of these 
big homes uses enough oil to heat five 
or six typical five- or six-room homes, 
each having more occupants. I under- 
stand the formula used takes into con- 
sideration the number of occupants in 
‘relation to the square-foot area heated, 
which is as it should be. 

The only solution for the big home with 
few occupants is to close off part of the 
house and take all steps possible to re- 
duce heat loss. Certainly, it would not 
be fair to cut the typical family of four 
using approximately 1500 gallons one- 
third, and a family “f two using 7000 
gallons by the same’percentage, because 
there is no comparison in the possible 
saving that could be affected. 

The present formula could be improved 
by taking into account the possible re- 
duction in heat loss that could be af- 
fected by various methods of conserving 
fuel. Unfortunately, this involves too 
much work, and like all rationing and 
price controls there are many inequities. 

I am told there is no shortage of fuel 
oil in this area, but that rationing is to 
save man power and transportation, If 
this: is true, why not ration all fuel? 

The waste of fuel.in big buildings is 
a shame in times like this. Our office 
is Usually from 80 to 85 degrees, and I 
am expected to go home and keep warm 
at 65.

Since the President apparently has not deter- 
mined whom he will appoint to the seat left va- 
cant by the resignation of James F. Byrnes to rh 
Director of the Office of Economic Stabilization, 
there is still time to/make a suggestion which may. 
be of help both to the President and to the court. 
This is that Mr. Roosevelt confer with Chief Justice 
Stone and ask him what kind of man is most needed 
on the Supreme Court today. 

There are several reasons why Mr. Roosevelt 
should do this. In the first place, Mr. Stone as 
Chief Justice is an appointee of the President—he 
holds his present commission as head of the na- 
tion’s judiciary from Mr. Roosevelt. This being 
the case, it ig only logical that the President should 
confer with his own selection as head of the court 
about filling a seat so intrinsically important as 
this one is. 

Second, in conferring with Chief Jugtice Stone, 
Mr. Roosevelt would be doing only what other Pres- 
idents have done in similar situations. Chief Jus- 


tice Taft conferred frequently about judicial ap-/| party 


pointments with the nominating authority in the 
years when he headed the Supreme Court. Indeed, 
Taft considered it part of his responsibility to as- 
sist the executive in raising the level of the Fed- 
eral judiciary through the selection of qualified 
persons. If Herbert Hoover as President did not 
consult with Chief dustice Hughes about the ap- 
pointment of Justice Cardozo—and he may have 
done s0—Mr. Hoover at least obtained the services 
of so eminent a jurist that the Chief Justice could 
only have applauded the choice. 

Third, there igs every reason to believe that, if 
the President did sit down to talk over the vacancy 
with Chief Justice Stone, he would learn how seri- 
ously the court needs the services of an experienced 
Judge who could at once begin to pull his share 
of the load. The Chief Justice undoubtedly would, 
tell Mr. Roosevelt that not only does the vacancy, 
embarrass the court, as when it divides 4 to 4, but 
that it deprives the bench of a much-needed crafts- 
man. 

We have no way of knowing whether Chief Jus- 
tice Stone would care to draw up a list of potential 
appointees from the nation’s judiciary. But we do 
know this much: if the President asked for such a 
list and the Chief Justice drew it up, it would pro- 
vide Mr. Roosevelt with the best possible guidance. 
Certainly it is worth asking for. + 

Nearly two months ago, we suggested Judge 
Learned Hand of the New York Federal Circuit 
Court of Appeals ag the kind of choice which we 
think the President should make. Subsequently, 
we listed other able lower court jurists, including 
Westerners such as Circuit Judge Orie L. Phillips of 
Denver, as available for consideration. The edi- 
torials in other newspapers which were based on 
these proposals indicate the public understanding 
of the importance of this vacancy and the urgency 
that it be properly filled. 

We repeat, it is a strange thing that President 
Roosevelt, after the court bill fight, should allow this 
seat to remain empty for so long. He could not 
make a better start toward filling it wisely than 
by asking Chief Justice Stone to stop at the White 
House for an early conference. 
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A CALL FOR QUICK ACTION. 

As the city experiences a severe and prolonged 
early cold spell, the fuel rationing program has 
broken down and local rationing officials are ap- 
pealing to Washington for permission to cut the red 
tape. There are several factors for the situation, 
the need of local rationing authorities to rely on 
volunteer and inadequate help, and the unfamiliarity 
of the public with the rationing program, but per- 
haps the greatest factor is the complicated formula 
set up by OPA officials to obtain fuel oil. 

The experience of St. Louis is far from unique, and 
the flaw in the Government’s approach to this par- 
ticular rationing program was dramatized by Sena- 
tor Truman in Kansas City recently. In an attempt 
to find out what was wrong, the Senator put a 
Government expert on the stand. When Truman 
asked him to explain the formula, the expert him- 
self got hopelessly tangled up. Many rationing 
boards are up in arms. because, after making a 
strong and honest effort to abide by the regula- 
tions, find they are resulting in hardships for thou- 
sands of families. 

While so widespread and new a thing to the 
United States as nation-wide rationing of sugar, 
coffee, tires and so on is bound to have flaws in it 
at the beginning, the fuel ofl situation appears to be 
the weakest spot of all. We pity the families who 
are suffering in underheated or cold houses, and 
we pity the harassed State officials who are unable 
while doing their best, to bring order out of chaos, 

Here is a case which calls for quick and decisive 
action by high authorities in Washington. 
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IS IT TO BE FEDERAL JUDGE DUNCAN? 

Congressman Richard M. Duncan of St. Joseph, 
who was defeated for re-election Nov. 3, will be 
appointed to the newly created Federal judgeship 
in Missouri. -So it was reported yesterday in Wash- 
ington on final passage of the long-delayed judge- 
ship bill. 

Under the patronage practice, it is within the 
power of Senators Clark and Truman to make this 
recommendation and to have it accepted. The rule 
is for the President to follow the choice of the Sen- 
ators. When the nomination goes to the Senate for 
eonfirmation, the ancient custom of “senatorial 
courtesy” prevails. 

But the fulfillment of the custom guarantees no 
satisfaction of the needs, as the reported selection 
of Congressman Duncan demonstrates. The reason 
for the new judgeship is to handle the great increase 
in Federal litigation in the Eastern District of Mis- 
souri. Thus, the judgeship should have been estab- 
lished definitely in this district. Since it was made 
instead a roving judgeship, the situation should be 
repaired as much as possible by recommending qual- 
ified candidates from the Eastern District, so-the 
appointee will at least live in the area where most 
of the work will be done. 

If Senators Clark and Truman were to make the 
appointment from the Hastern District, surely they 


would have a rich field of judicial material from

may well stanchly oppose. There are the open uses 
of questionable propriety, as when John L. Lewis 


j reached into the miners’ treasury and handed over 


$500,000. to aid in President Roosevelt's re-election 
in 1936. Such a use of union funds establishes an 
alliance between organized labor and a political 
similar to the kind which was outlawed by the 
act prohibiting corporations from making cam- 
paign contributions. 
Indeed, a persuasive argument could be made that 
large campaign contributions by labor unions break 
the balance which the ban on corporation donations 
established. Do unions want to assume the re- 
sponsibility for inciting retaliation in this field?- 
There can be no objection, of course, for the in- 
dividual labor union member to contribute out of his 
own pocket to a campaign fund any more than for 
a corporation employe to make a similar donation. 
The signs are increasing that, in the months to 
come, labor practices will be under sharper observa- 
tion than for many years. Bilis to reduce if not 
cancel out labor gains undoubtedly will be intro- 
duced in the new Congress. In so far as.it can, 
labor should put its affairs in such shape that it 
can protect itself from these repressive measures. 
One of the best steps unions generally could take 
would be to establish periodic public accountings of 
funds in their treasuries. 
A great many unigns issue such reports and some 
have done so for years. Among these are outstand- 


bile Workers, Typographical Union, Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers, International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers, Maritime Union, Radio Workers and Amer- 
ican Newspaper Guild. . 

The adoption of this practice/ by other unions 
would probably prevent cases lik¢ that at Springfield 
and would inevitably win o labor. public 
esteem which unions will need when the reactiona- 
ries launch their next assault on labor legislation. 
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WHEN THE PRESIDENT BROKE A RULE. 

At his Tuesday press conference, Mr. Roosevelt 
. said, in displaying a letter he had written to Chiang 
Kai-shek, that he had broken a rule of many years’ 
standing against the writing of longhand letters. 
Instead, he relies on dictation: to stenographers. 

Yesterday, however, it developed that,:in the letter 
to the head of the Chinese nation, the President 
addressed him as “My dear generallisimo,” with two 
big, bold looping l’s. That this was not an acci- 
dental inadvertence was shown when the President’s 
longhand on fhe envelope contained the same mis- 
spelling. 

So perhaps the President will return to his rule 
of many years’ standing, to preserve his orthographic 
integrity.

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LAME DUCK GETS A FINE PLUM. 

News comes that Josh Lee, who has only a few 
more days to play his part ag Oklahoma’s Rover 
Boy in the United States Senate, has been nominated 
by President Roosevelt for membership on the’Ctvil 
Aeronautics Board. Thus, that useful and usable 
party man, who had his toga snatched from him so 
rudely and unexpectedly last November, is about to 
gobble one of the luscious plums of the lame duck 
reward variety. 

The Civil Aeronautics Board is the high com- 
mand of civil aviation, prescribing the safety regu- 
lations to be administered by the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration, investigating accidents, suspending 
air safety certificates,-and regulating the rates and 
services of competing air lines. 

Jobless Josh Lee, the spellbinder of the hills and 
halls, is to succeed George Baker, a scholarly and 
capable official. Baker, after working tm the Bos- 
ton & Maine.Railroad traffic department and serv- 
ing as a professor of transportation at Harvard, be- 
came transportation consultant for the Pennsylva- 
nia, New York Central and C., B. & Q. railroads, 
He also was a member of several scientific societies, 
such as the Institute of Aeronautical Sciences and 
the National Aeronautic Association. He contrib- 
uted articles to several professional journals. an 
wrote a book on railroads. — 

Lee’s record in Congress'is noted chiefly for ad- 
ministration “yessing.” Shortly before his stunning 
defeat, he ‘made a desperate play for votes by at- 
tempting to attach a prohibition rider to the bill 
to draft 18- and 19-year-olds. He did have fame— 
of a sort—as a speaker of the old school arm-waving 
and face-making type, furnishing countless millions 
of B. T. U.’s in his appearances before Kiwanis and 
Rotary clubs.

Walter Patten Murphy, former 
East St. Louis railroad brakeman 
and locomotive fireman, who 
amassed a fortune estimated at 
80 million dollars in the manufac- 
ture of railroad equipment and be- 
came widely known for his philan- 
thropies, died of heart disease yes- 
terday in Los Angeles, He was a 
bachelor, 69 years old. 

Born in Pittsburgh, ~Pa., Mr: 
Murphy attended Christian Broth- 
ers’ College here and went to work 
on the East Side in the ‘90s, 
couplinf cars for the old Cairo 
Short Line, His practical training 
in this work and as a fireman for 
the Illinois Cemtral stood him in 
good stead when he opened a small 
railroad equipment factory with 
money saved from wages. 

The business, expanding rapidly 
in the lush days of railroading, 
eventually became the Standard 
Railway Equipment Manufacturing 
Co. of Chicago after mergers with 
similar enterprises conducted by a 
brother, the late Clinton C, Mur- 
phy, and their father, the late 
Peter H. Murphy, former Irish 
emigrant. Walter Murphy was 
president of the Standard com- 
pany. 

Much of the success of the busi- 
ness was attributed to his develop- 
ment of the first all-steel roof for 
box cars and his invention of a 
corrugated steel shock-absdrbing 
end for cars. 

._ Among his philanthropies, han- 
dled largely through the Walter P. 
Murphy. Foundation, was a gift of 
$6,500,000 fot establishment of 
Northwestern University’s Institute 
of Technology, opened in 1940, and 
a donation of $300,000 for construc- 
tion of fhe Beulah Club, Ninth 
street and Ohio avenue, East St. 
Louis, a dormitory for business 
women. The establishment, opened 
in 1927 and operated by the Y. W. 
C. A., was named for his sister, 
who died when a young woman. 
Prompted by unemployment 
among railroad workers in East 
St. Louis in the winter of 1931-32, 
Mr. Murphy gave $25,000 to the 
Salvation Prmy there to aid in 
supplying food to needy families. 
Several years ago he gave $5000 
to The Principia. 

Mr. Murphy’s home was in Lake 
Forest, Ill. In the late years be- 
fore the war he traveled a great 
deal in Europe, and recently spent 
much of his time at his ranch, 
near Hollister, Cal.

Mr. Untermeyer, experienced as 
a poet, critic, lecturer and antholo- 
gist, explains that his purpose is 
to survey the whole body of Eng- 
lish and American poetic litera- 
ture, to present the examples that 
best survive the tests of time and 
taste, “to include the best of tradi- 
tion and experiment.” His com- 
pact, informed introductions of 
each period and writer bring a con- 
tinuity to the work, so that it is an 
integration of poetry and its evo- 
lution, not a mere assembly. 

Many of the old stand-bys are 
included, but Mr. Untermeyer dis- 
criminatingly points out that re- 
peated quotation is no proof of a 
poem’s excellence. For instance, 
as to Longfellow, he includes “Paul 
Revere’s Ride” as “a fine narrative 
which still starts the pulses gallop- 
ing,” but he omits “A Psalm of 
Life” because he considers it “a 
soggy pudding of rhymes stuffed 
with questionable moral maxims.” 
This example is enough to show 
that the reader will find enjoy- 
ment, instruction and also contro- 
versy in Mr. Untermeyer’s pages.

This is 
another reason why predictions 
simply cannot be made about how 
far the Russian offensive around 
Stalingrad, or anywhere else, will 
go. As late as Oct. 20 one of the 
ablest and best-informed foreign 
military observers in Moscow said 
to me: “Yes, I’m afraid the Ger- 
mans will have Stalingrad within 
nother two weeks, It was always 
oubtful if the Russians could hold 
Stalingrad; but I must confess, 
thanks to their magnificent resist- 
ance, they have more than. ful- 
filled my best hopes.” 
Nevertheless, contrary to every 
sane and.sound analysis and ex- 
pectation, the Russians achieved 
the military miracle of Stalingrad. 
They did it just as other Soviet 
troops held Hell’s Elbow on the 
Volga—“by morale force.” This 
was the only explanation given 
me by their commanding officer 
when I visited that sector of the 
Rzhev front in early October. 
Apropos of Stalingrad, Maj. Gen. 
Follett Bradley of our United 
States Air Forces condensed the 
phrase to one word—‘“guts.” 


Reds Welcome Winter. 

On my trip to the Rzhev front 
I learned at first hand how tre- 
mendously high the fighting spirit 
of the Red Army is. A wounded 
soldier gave me the snorting an- 
swer, “Of course, we'll retake 
Rzhev—and everything else the 
Fascist have taken from us.” In 
the Rzhev sectors, they were not 
long in backing their words with 
deeds. All of which merely means 
that the Red Army’s morale, es- 
pecially after these recent highly 
successful offensives, is certainly 
higher than ever today. The Rus- 
sians, too, have no fear of winter 
and its privations. They welcome 
the terrors of winter, “because 
Fritz is so much more unhappy 
than we are.” They know how to 
fight in winter and feel that win- 
ter offers their greatest opportu- 
nity, whereas the German soldiers’ 
morale goes down with the mer- 
cury in the thermometer. 

For all these reasons, the Rus- 
sians may do some amazing things 
before spring, such as crashing 
through to Rostov or recapturing 
Smolensk or relieving Leningrad. 
- . . If they can get enough sup- 
plies forward to deliver a series of 
heavy blows in swift succession, 


‘I should bet they would do some 


of these things, at least. They 
have the will and the skill and the 
witiingness to die (please take care- 
ful note of that last item, if you 
really want America to win the 
war). The only thing that will 
limit or restrain the Red Army 
this winter, I believe, will be the 
amount and degree of physical 
equipment which they can deliver 
and mass on any of several fronts. 

This last fact prompts several 
precautionary statements. If the 
Russians have certain important 
advantages for this winter’s cam- 
paigns, they also are hounded by 
very great difficulties, Transpor- 
tation and cOmmunications consti- 
tute the greatest handicap. Rail- 


_roads are so few and roads s0 


terrible for motor transport that 
mo powerful offensive can be 
launched without long preparation. 
Maintaining an offensive becomes 


Stalingrad drives have now amply 
demonstrated. In order to make 
the Stalingrad counteroffensive, 
the Russians had to take it on the 
chin, day after day and week after 
week without respite, always run- 
ning the fatal danger of the city 
suddenly being overwhelmed, while 
they piled up weapons of all kinds 
and reserve divisions on both 
flanks of the city. It- required tre- 
mendous nerve to take that pun- 
ishment and make that gamble. 
It also required almost slide-rule, 
scientific diagnosis of the . Nazi 
Army’s opposing strength. The 
Russians took the colossal risk and 
the equally colossal sacrifices — 
and thanks to that finally snapped 
back to a bwNilliant victory. 


Transport Difficulties. 
Nevertheless, the strain had been 
so terrific that the Red Army could 
not break through completely and 
keep rolling for/ several weeks on 
end. Personall I believe that 
would have been entirely too much 
to expect—and that is likely to be 
the case if, or when, the Russians 
are able to mount other offensives 
anywhere along the 2000-mile front 
this winter. Wherever they hit, 
they will first have to have time in 
which to conquer the communica- 
tions obstacles, which are stupen- 


they do hit, the Russian soldiers 
will certainly do a first-class job— 
the very finest job that any Allied 
grandstand cheerer has any right 
to expect of them under the diffi- 
cult circumstances, 


Nor should we forget that the 
Baku oil fields are now many 
weeks further removed from the 
northern and central front, and 
even from the Stalingrad front, 
than they were last June. Nor 
should we forget that the Volga is 
now frozen over and that the hun- 
dreds of thousands of tons, which 
its ships carry half the year, must 
now be diverted to railroads which 
are already taxed to the limit; or 
that they must remain unmoved 
until spring. 

Between last June and this De- 
cember, the Red Army and the 
Russian people behind the lines 
have done infinitely more than 
their Allies had the right to expect 


or reason to hope. It would seem 
to this observer that the time has 
now definitely passed to look to 
the Russians for further near- 
miracles of endurance or aitill 
greater profligacies of sacrifice.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 (AP). — 
The United States joined other 
United Nations governments today 
in condemning Germany's “bestial 
policy of cold-blooded extermina- 
tion” of the Jews and in pledging 
that those responsible “shall not 


P escape retribution.” 


In announcing the move the 
State Department said reports 
from Europe indicated that Ger- 
man authorities, passing beyond 
the stage of ordinary persecution, 
"are now carrying into effect Hit- 
ler's oft repeated intention to ex- 
terminate the Jewish people in 
Europe.” 

The State Department announce- 
ment follows:

The infirm are left to die 
of exposure and starvation or are 
deliberately massacred in mass 
executions. The number of vic- 
tims of these bloody cruelties is 
reckoned in many hundreds of 
thousands of entirely innocent 
men, women and children. 

“The above-mentioned govern- 
ments and the French National 
Committee condemn in the strong- 
est possible terms this bestial pol- 


icy of cold-blooded extermination. 
They declare that such events can 
only strengthen the resolve of all 
freedom loving people to over- 
throw the barbarous  Hitlerite 
tyranny. They reaffirm their sol- 
emn resolution to ensure that those 
responsible for these crimes shall 
not escape retribution and to press 
on with the necessary practical

THE NICE BALANCE which na- 
ture maintains is perhaps best seen 
in the case of fluorine. Fluorine is 
widely distributed in nature and 
it is hardly possible to eat any diet 
without taking some fluorine into 
the body. 

When contained in food, fluorine 
probably does no harm, but when 
the drinking water contains a con- 
siderable saturation of it, it may 
cause mottling of the enamel of the 
teeth and tooth decay. Water pass- 
ing through rich fluorine mineral 
deposits takes up a good deal of 
the element and if this water is 
used for drinking, it produces a 
peculiar looking condition of the 
enamel of the teeth. 

Whole communities have been 
affected in this way before the 
cause was discovered and\)means to 
remove the fluorine from the drink- 
ing water put into effect. Many 
parts of Texas have considerable 
fluorine in the strata from which 
drinking water is obtained, al- 
though Texas by no means has a 
monopoly on such. deposits.

“Now you're cookin’ with coal 
oil,” commend the cutters, tolerant 
of such nostalgia. And they leap 
off to the ballroom to scramble 
their gams to music that hasn't 
palled on the fickle public since 
the days of the Ohio Gang, droopy 
waistlines and the Irene Castle bob, 


Sanders, sharp as ever at 44, 
after more years of road work 
and ditty-yending than almost any 
bandsman in the business, raked 
over a few of his own memories 
today at the Melbourne Hotel — 
memories of organizing the first 
band to broadcast, of pitching a 
world’s strikeout record, that still 
holds, of beating tom-toms in In- 
dian territory as a kid, of meeting 
his wife “through the lost art of 
whistling,” and of courting her 
with lilacs snitched from Kansas 
City parks. Then he tied them all 
up with a blue ribbon wish that 
radio could go back to the old, in- 
formal days when the air was as 
free as air. 

“Coon and I organized more 
radio clubs than any other band 
in the business, beginning with the 
Nighthawks,” he recalled, 
was when broadcasting didn’t have 
all this dignity and commercialism 
—when you didn’t get a nice bal- 
lad in the middle of your dessert 
course along with an odious ad 
about sour breath.” He wrinkled 
his nose and went on. 


“Most old-timers would like to 
see those days come back, days 
when you could give people a lit- 
tle more happiness, a little more 
sense of playing just for them, 
with dedictaions. It made you feel 
like you knew your public person- 
ally—and you did.” 

When Coon-Sanders took to Chi- 
cago, in the middle: 20’s, a brand 
of jazz for which Kansas City is 
as famous as for beautiful beef, 
art a la carte and pungent poli- 
tics, the “Hoot“Owls Club” over 
KYW, and the Blackhawk “Nutty 
Club” and “Knights and Ladies of 
the Bath” over WBBM, set the 
style for a whole generation’s ap- 
preciation of popular music. 


“We'd have a telegraph operator 
and a ticker tape set up right on 
the bandstand,” he described the 
boom years version of a Crosley 
test for popularity. “Used to get 
as many as 500 requests wired in 
on one bath night show from mid- 
night until 2 a. m. 

“In those days, too, we had the 
Shut-In Club. I still hear from 
some of those people—” 


Joe’s eyes get a reminiscently 
faraway look, and you understand 
why he liked his ether waves bet- 
ter in plus fours than in white tie 
and tails, as he describes experi- 
ences of the Coon-Sanders har- 
mony harness that brought the 
boys closer to their worshippers 
than today’s super-sold invitations 
to dance.

You've 
literally taken her by the boot- 
straps and pulled her out of bed.’” 

Virginia is married now, mother 
of two, living in Indianapolis, “and 
she never forgets my birthday,” he 
says proudly, “or Christmas, 
either.”

ARLETON COON was on fur- 
( iouss from Jefferson Barracks 

in a captain’s uniform, and Joe 
wearing a sergeant’s stripes, qn fur- 
lough from Camp Bowie, Tex., 
when they met in Jenkins Music 
Store, melody mecca of Kansas 
City musicians, some six months 
before both were mustered out. 
“My outfit of Negro boys was fu- 
rious about the armistice,” Joe re- 
calls, echoing the eagerness of 
1942’s soldiers for active anti-Axis 
work. “We'd been scheduled to 
sail Jan. 1. As it was, both Coon 


and I were ready to think about 


what we'd do with ourselves out 
of uniform.” 


Back: in strange-seeming civvies, 
they organized a booking office, 
capitalizing on Coon’s previous 
orchestra experience and Joe's 
training in concert piano, glee,club, 
oratorio and Chatauqua work. 

“A five-piece band was as big as 
Whiteman then,” Joe said. “We 
booked piano, sax, drums, violin 
and trumpet, rarely a bass, for so- 
ciety and club parties.” And be- 
fore “Just a Baby’s Prayer at 
Twilight” had lost its tearful 
punch, the agents found them- 
selves, with Joe at the keyboard 
and Coon at the sticks and skins, 
making hot note history at the 
Muehlebach Grill. 


“There were only a handful of 
radio stations in the world at the 
time we took the first band on the 
air, including WDAF, the Kansas 
City Star station. Radio was real- 
ly just a pup. Into the Muehlebach

they brought all these mysterious 
looking gadgets—a big, cylindrical 
mike the size of a salad plate. 


“We were on the air from 10:45 
p. m. until 2 a. m., with Leo Fitz- 
patrick—big man in radio, now— 
as our announcer. He and Coon 
and I got together when it was 
over and scratched our heads and 
said, ‘Gee, what are we going to do 
with this thing?’ Leo said only 
nighthawks would be listening at 
that hour, so that’s where we got 
the name that’s stuck ever since.” 


Joe’s manager interrupted the 
interview to remind him to make 
out 15-minute radio programs for 
the rest of the week at Tune Town. 

“QO. K.” The ozone veteran made 
a note of it. 


“Back in Kansas City,” he con- 
tinued, “when we got our first 
Pp call from a town 30 miles 
away, we thought it was uncanny 
—right out of this world.” 


A tougher turkey than the cen- 
sored screen vergion of “Tobacco 
Road” was the first Coon-Sanders 
recording for Columbia, made at 
the Kansas City Club and de 
scribed by Joe, with a pinch of his 
nose, as “a dismal flop.” But later 
platterg cut for Victor put the boys 
in the shellac, beginning with 
“Nighthawk Blues” and “Red Hot 
Mama” in 1926, a two-faced col- 
lection of naughty notes that was 
the biggest seller in the disk busi- 
ness for the next three years. | 


Coon-Sanders stopped in &t. 
Louis to establish another record 
at the Missouri Theater, packing

American families is Italian 
spaghetti. Being a good meat-ex- 
tender dish as well, it deserves 
special] consideration this year.

One and one-half tablespoons 
shortening, one clove garlic, one 
pound ground beef chuck, one tea- 
spoon salt, one No. 2 tin tomatoes, 
one cup water, one six-ounce tin 
tomato paste, six ounces spaghetti, 
grated Parmesan-style cheese, 

Melt shortening in a large skil- 
let.

HERE are many kinds of chil- 

dren in a class, some who at- 

tract one instantly, some who 
repel as quickly, some who are dif- 
ficult to teach, some who teach 
themselves. Most of them are easy; 
to like and to work with but there 
are a few always that the teacher 
does not warm to and does not 
like. 

When one dislikes a child, one 
cannot Jeach him because teaching 
consists of communication Détween 
two minds. Dislike on either side 
destroys that communication and 
sets up antagonism and the result 
is certain failure. No teacher en- 
joys a failing child and the situa- 

tion grows worse day by day. 
Marks do not help, nor punish- 
ment. The only thing that will 
help is the establishment of com- 
munication between the teacher 
and the pupil. 

Sometimes it is. well to assign 
the pupil to another teacher, trad- 
ing him off for one the other 
teacher does not do well with, and 
hope for the best. But that rarely 
works, it being the child’s nature, 
not the teacher’s that set up the 
conflict. The child takes his na- 
ture with him wherever he goes 
and the trouble is only shifted, not 

. cited, 

It is the teacher’s duty to dis- 
cover a way to reach the child, no 
matter what sort he is and she can 
usually do it if she sets out to win 
him. Look past his demonstra- 
tions. They are only the surface 

- symptoms of a condition. It is the 
condition that must be reached be- 
fore anything can be done with 
the child’s behavior. What is mak- 
ing him like this? 

Look into his life at home, in 


the playground, as well as in the 
class room. Who or what is wrong 
there? What does he lack? Food, 
clothes, health, friends, home back- 
ground? What ails him? Find 
that and set about curing it or 
helping him adjust himself to liv- 
ing with it, and the communion 
thaf is teaching will be estab- 
lished. 

No teacher should shut her mind 
against a child because he is a 
stranger, an alien, or of another 
race. None of those things matter 
in the least to a teacher. Every 
sort of child has a mind and that 
mind’s development is the concern 
of the teacher. When she can look 
beyond the color of his skin, the 
accent of his tongue, and the shape 
of his bones, beyond his dirt, his 
bad manners and uncouth ways, 
to the mind that dwells within 
him, she will find something beau- 
tiful.. It is there because Mind is 
divine and every child has that 
quality. 

These days many children strange 
to the neighborhood, to the school’s 
customs, confront the teacher al- 
ready burdened with the trials of 
the war.
